DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Because of the applicant's amendment, the following in the office action filed 
October 15, 2010, are hereby withdrawn. 

a. Objections to claims 1 , 5, 6, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 3, and 20. 

b. Rejections to claims 1 -7, 1 0-1 3, and 1 7 under 35 USC 1 1 2 2 nd Paragraph. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statements submitted on November 1 0th and 1 1 th, 
201 0 were filed after the mailing date of the non-final rejection on October 1 5, 201 0. 
The submissions are in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, 
the information disclosure statements are being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -7 and 1 0-20 are allowable as amended by the applicant. The following 
is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding Amended Claim 1 and Claim 18, the prior art discloses most of the 
claimed invention; however, the prior art does not expressly disclose the first and the 
second end edges of the first and second sheets being divided into three sections. 

Regarding Claim 14, the prior art discloses most of the claimed invention; 
however, the prior art does not expressly disclose the connections stubs being secured 
to the walled enclosure utilizing flogs that are placed around the connection stubs from 
an outer wall of the wall enclosure.

The closest prior art to the claimed invention are the following: Olson 
(6,032,81 8), Aoyama (GB 2,1 1 7,736), and Vallot (5,988,422).
